W. H.ENCLISH DEAD. 

! urSfVflrnJ DaiH Si vere Illnesit the Noted 
Indlanian l'a»c Away. 

inapolis, Feb. 7.— Hon. W. H. 
English died early this morning. 
Since last evening his death at any 
moment had been expected. 

William Hayden English was born 
at Lexington, Ind., August 27, 1822. 
Hfj studied law, and iu 1843 was cbos- 
neJ-Jerk of the T ndjaua house of rep- 
resentatives. In 1847 he was made 
speaker of the legislature, and 1852 
wa» elected to congress, holding his 
seat until 1860, when he retired from 
active political life. His chief title to 
distinction, however, was his nomina- 
tion for the vice presidency by the 
democratic national convention at 
Cincinnati in June, 1880, when the 
ticSet headed by Gen. Hancock was 
defeated. Mr. English was a man of 
considerable means, having a large 
amount of real estate in Indianapolis, 
where he lived, and had also accumu- 
lated cons derable personal property. 

He had been in failing health for 
sorae time and his death today will 
proVe no surprise to those who knew 
his true condition.

vention of equal or higher authority. 
No caucus, be it composed of men in- 
dorsing the convention's action, or of 
men disapproving it, as are many of 
Blackburn's supporters, has the least 
power to commit the party to any 
course not in harmony with the act- 
ion of the convention." 

Tin? caucus is held under the au- 
thority of the same State Central 
Committee that calls the State con- 
vention and the action of one is as 
binding as that of the other upon 
members of the party. To deny the 
authority of the caucus to nominate 
any man who submits his claims to it 
as a member of the party, is to rebel 
against the most vital principle of 
party government. And yet this is 
the remarkable position the Courier- 
Journal has takeu in the face of facts 
and precedents that condemn both 
its lack of loyalty and its want of 
consistency. The caucus last month 
was called to nominate candidates for 
Senator and Librarian. It wi.s not 
required to make a platform. It 
not directed to ascertain the views of 
Senatorial candidates on any question 
upon which Democrats differ, 
more than it was required to force 
the candidates for Librarian to take 
a stand upon the question of wearing 
bloomers. The caucus madi 
nominations ami one of the nominees 
has been elected. The other can be 
if given the united support of the 
party and the organ whose editor al- 
lows the bolters to vote for him in 
the attempt to defeat the nominee. 
But the Courier Journal is inconsist- 
ent as well as rebellious and unfair. 
Every Democratic platform adopted 
in our State conventions for many 
years prior to 1HD5 declared for the 
free coinage of both gold and silver.

In 1891 the platform - which was ed- 
itorially approved and supported by 
the Courier-Journal — was framed by 
the present Senatorial nomiuee and 
was as strong for bimetallism as 
words could express an idea.

Each 
country and Japan had 30 iron 
bottle-ships and 30 or 40 wooden 
ones. They were all filled with braves 
—80,000 or 90,000 and more. They 
went to Traipehfu and Anpingkou 
and fought a battle.

They immediately captured 
Changehikou, Taipefu, Makuantao 
and many other places. They also 
captured Japanese arms withe at 
number.

Exhibits In Nature's lm- 
riehabts Muieumt. 

iy museums may be seen in 
perfect state of preserva- 
amber fossilired remains of 
amd animals. The science of 
inUts highest development dW 
'succeied in discovering a method 
ibelmlng so perfect as the simple 
process taking place in nature. A 
tree exudes a gummy, reninc/us mat- 
ter m a liquid state. An insect 
accidentally lights in it and is 
Caught. The exudation continues 
and crrvehrpH it completely, preserv- 
ing the most minute details of its 
structure. In the course of time the 
■eein becomes a fossil and Is known as 
amber. The history of fossil insects 
Is largely indebted to the fly in am- 
ber. And to the preserving proper- 
ties of amber we owe, likewise, our 
knowledge of some of the more mi- 
nute details of ancient plant struc- 
ture. 

The coasts of the Baltic are, and 
have been from the davs of the Phoe- 
nician traders, the great source of 
the amber of commerce. It occurs 
in rolled fragments, in strata known 
to geologists as oligocene. These 
are tertiary rooks of a date little 
more recent than those of the London 
basin and equivalent to the younger 
tertiary series" of the Isle of Wight. 
The fragments of fossil resin were 
washed down by the rivers from the 
pine forests of the district fdnng with 
sediments and vegetable debris. In 
them are found most perfectly pre- 
served remains of the period, as well 
as of insect life. Fragments of twigs, 
leaves, buds, and flowers, with 
sepals, petals, stamens and pistils 
still in place, occur. Pollen grains 
have likewise, been found. A recent 
genus, deutzia, has been recognized 
by its characteristic stamens; the 
valves of the anthers of cinnamomum 
are seen in others. In one specimen 
the pendent catkin of a species of oak 
is seen as distinctly through the clear 
amber as if it were a fresh flower. 
And besides the insect and plant re- 
mains thus sealed up In amber, stray 
relics of the higher fauna of the for- 
est have also been met with. 

Fragments of hair and feathers 
have been caught in the sticky resin 
and preserved. Amoug others a 
woodpecker and squirrel have been 
recognized in the Baltic amber. — 
Gentleman's Magazine.

How Thread Is Numbered.

The very finest spinning rarely ex- 
ceeds 300 hanks to the pound, while 
in the very coarsest there is about 
a half pound in each hank. The 
more common qualities, however,* 
those from which sewing thread is 
usually made, run from ten to fifty 
hanks to the pound, and the spools 
on which it is wound are numbered 
from ten to fifty in accordance.— St. 
Louis Re public.

Large numbers of ducks, unmarked 
by shot of bullets, are sold in the 
market every day by fishermen. The 
impression has always prevailed that 
'.he birds were trapped, - und so they 
are, says the San Francisco Chronicle, 
but not in the fashion that one might 
suppose. They are taken by chance 
in drift nets out in the bay while the 
fishermen are busily gathering in the 
finny inhabitants of the deep. 

Anyone, who has visited the fisher- 
men's wharf could not but take an in- 
terest in the gear spread out to dry. 
The most peculiar looking net is whnt 
is known as the "tremel-mosh." It 
consists of three nets, the largest hav 
ing meshes ulxnit eight inches in di- 
ameter, and the smallest two or three 
inches. The nets are placed in the 
water overlapping each other, the 
smallest drifting in front. Small fish, 
in plunging about in the small mesh 
net, tumble through the larger meshes 
of the big net. and become securely 
entangled in the pockets thus formed. 
Ducks very often hnve the same fate. 
The net drifts down upon a flock feed- 
ing in shallow water, and as they dive 
for food they become entangled in the 
smaller net and are held secure until 
taken out by tie owner of the net. 

In this way hundreds of ducks are 
bagged and sold in the markets every 
day. The easiest place to take them 
is la Pan Tablo bay, where the v. atcr 
is shallow. Since the opening of the 
gnme season many fishermen have done 
a profitable business in dueks taken in 
this way.

SETTLED THE DIFFICULTY. 

Cuss Each Other and Then Become 
Good Friends. 

"Cussin' out" used to be one of the 
ways of settling controversies in the 
Ozark country, says the St. Louis 
Globe- Democrat. It originated with 
old Uz Findley and John Carter. 
The Findleys came from Georgia. 
Old TTz took a great Interest in pol- 
itics and wherever he went he was 
followed by a venerable negro named 
Bosen whose duty it was to steer his 
master home when he needed help. 
At one of the early elections old TJz 
and John Carter became very angry 
at each other. It looked as If noth- 
ing but a fight could settle the issue 
'between them, when suddenly old 
Uz shouted: "Mr. Carter, stand up 
and be. cussed." 

Carter removed his hat, walked out 
about ten paces from the crowd and 
told old Uz to go ahead. Findley 
moved his hat and walking out in 
front of Carter said, with delibera- 
tion and emphasis: "Mr. Carter, if 
this earth was one piece of parch- 
ment and the sea one basin of ink 
and every quili upon earth was one 
quill and I had the power to use that 
quill, that parchment and that ink I 
would fall short, sir, of being able to 
describe the corruption of your heart. 

Carter said never a word, but stood 
with uncovered head until Uz was 
through. Then he said: "Mr. Find- 
ley, stand, sir, until I cuss you." Old 
Uz bowed his head and Carter said: 
"Mr. Findley, had I all of the talents 
ever produced in Europe r.ud Arnei 
ica combined In solid phalanx and 
was to undertake to speak of you I 
would then fall short of describing 
the corruption of your old heart, 
sir." 

This settled the difficulty. The 
two men resumed friendly relations. 
The custom of "cussin' out" was 
thus introduced in the Ozark country. 

The old "Constitution" could, with 
her best guns, at 1,000 yards, pierce 
22 inches of oak about the thickness 
of her own hull at water-line.

ISLAM'S GREEN BANNER. 

How the Mohammedans Proclaim a 
Holy War. 

As the interest of the Chicago por- 
tion of the universe are now centered 
in an effort to relieve the distress of 
people of Armenia, an Asiatic pro- 
vince of the Turkish empire, and as 
rumors have been current that the 
troops of the sultan now concentrat- 
ing in that province for the ostensi- 
ble purpose of putting down an in- 
cipient rebellion of the miserable 
people have displayed the "green 
banner," which means a "holy war," 
it will be of interest to trace as far 
as possible tho origin and meaning of 
a "jejad" or "holy war." 

It is understood to be a part of tho 
Mohammedan doctrine that jejad, or 
holy war, can only be proclaimed by 
the Shiek-ul Islam, the religious dep- 
uty of the sultan, by the personal 
order of the sultan himself. The 
proclamation is performed by 
folding the sanjak-shcrif, or flag of 
the prophet, which is made of green 
silk, with acresentfit at thetopof the 
staff, to which is attached a horse- 
hair plume. This flag is deposited in 
the mosque of St. Sophia, at Con- 
stantinople. It is not, however, 
original flag of the prophet, as that 
ensign was white and was made from 
tho turban of the Koreiah which 
Mahomet captured. For this, some 
time later, was substituted a black 
flag, made of the petticoat of Ayesha, 
the favorite wife of the prophet and 
in whose arms he died. 

Omar, the second Moslem caliph, 
obtained possession of the flag by 
conquest, and it passed subsequently 
into the hands of the Abassides and 
the Caliphs of Bagdad and Kalmira, 
and was brought to Europe by 
Amurath HI. and deposited in the 
seraglio at Constantinople. When 
the flag was changed in color from 
black to green is not known, but ac- 
cording to the doctrine of Mahomet, 
the sultan and his deputy have the 
sole authority to unfurl the flag over 
Constantinople and proclaim a "holy 
war," a war against all Christendom, 
and one In which every species of 
atrocity is perpetrated in the name 
of the prophet on the unbelievers. 

The unfurling of tho green flag 
among the Turkish soldiery, if there 
be truth in the report, may not be 
from the orders of the sultan, as 
there is a large element of the 
Mohammedans, particularly those of 
Arabia and the Holy Dand, who do 
not recognize the legitimacy of the 
claim of the Ottoman Turks to the 
caliphate, and would not wait for 
the orders of tho ruler if they are 
anxious for a jejad against the hatred 
Christians. 

If the sultan should attempt, or if 



>te a holy war, 
duty of every Chris- 
tian nation to take prompt action in 
the protection of the helpless people 
that will be exposed to every kind of 
outrage that the devilish ingenuity 
of the Moslem religion will contrive 
to invent. Personal interests and 
aggrandizement should be promptly 
laid aside in the cause of humanity. — 
Baltimore Sun.
